Furio et al 
teaches shell halves and nut but the nut is not formed of two parts, no cable end 
gasket and, the shell is not formed around the interconnection. Penner et al teaches 
a shell and cable gasket but the shell is not in halves and the gasket is not on the 
cable end. Parrish et al teaches shell halves but no nut or cable end gasket. Gladd 
et al teaches shell halves but no nut. Rodrigues et al teaches nut parts but not that 
this nut is threadable onto a thread formed at a cable end and no conical cable end 
gasket surface of the joined shell halves.
